Report of School Board 


To the citizens of the town of Hebron, the school board 
respectfully submit their report for the year ending 
March 1, 1899. 


Under the school laws of the state our school year begins 
Aug. 1, but as we have the privilege of going back to the 
former school year, March 1, we have decided to do so. 
Consequently three terms of school will be reported in 
each division. 

The school board has been very successful in procuring 
competent teachers and from the examinations made from 
our frequent visits to the school roonis we feel satisfied that 
the past year has been a profitable one and will compare 
favorably with former years. Again we invite parents and 
all interested in educational work to visit our schools, and 
by so doing encourage the teacher and pupils in their work, 
for a word of encouragement means much to the tired, 
over-worked teacher. © 

There has been a change in some of the books which was 
much needed, as our books have been in use for a long 
time and some are badly worn, as well as being far out of 
date, compared with the new books. We hope in the 
near future that others may be changed, as we consider our 
schools have enjoyed greater advantage and if we wish to 
keep our schools up to the standard with others we should 
supply them with the later books. We regret that we do 
not have more schooling. We hope some method may be

devised to increase the means. Asa committee we have 
intended to discharge our duties faithfully and we close 
the work of the year with the satisfaction of knowing that 
we have done the best we could. 

The fall term of the East Hebron school of 1897 was 
taught by Miss Hattie HE. Morse of Plymouth. Miss Morse 
is a teacher of experience and well adapted to her place, 
and we consider the school was a success. 

In 1898 both terms of the East Hebron school were taught 
by Miss Maud M. Dolloff with marked success. Much 
interest was.shown by the parents, with correspondingly 
better work by the pupils, who proved that it was possible 
for them to place the standard of the school where it would 
be a credit to all connected with it. We trust that a part 
of the added interest was occasioned by the change in 
books, thus presenting knowledge in a new and attractive 
form. . 

The three terms of the village school were taught by 
Miss Celia Jewell. She has proved herself efficient, taken 
a great interest in her work and given satisfaction in her 
school. :
